produced on a single tree of unknown 
variety in an eight-acre o rc h id at 
Moran 
Prairie, five miles itfaith of 
Spokane, owned by B. K. Short a 
rancher. The largest of the fruit is 
three inches in diameter, the color­ 
ing being 
of

yellowish 
green, 
streaked with red. The apples have 
deep pink cheeks, and the flesh is 
firm an i of excellent flavor. The tree 
is between 12 and 15 years old and 
is growing in sub-irrigated soil at an 
altitude of 2,225 feet. Short does not 
claim credit for developing the core- 
less-seedless apple, declaring it is a 
freak of nature. 
Seven of 
the 
new 
apples 
were 
brought to the offices of the National 
Apple Show, 
Inc., in Spokane and 
quartered in the presence of Ren H. 
Rice, secretary-manager, Prof. August 
van Holderlieke, formerly state com­ 
missioner of horticulture of Washing­ 
ton, and several growers from various 
parts of the Northwest, but none was 
able to classify the fruit. Prof. W. S. 
Thornber, horticulturist at the State 
College of Washington, has l>een dele­ 
gated 
by J. J. Brown, 
regent, of 
Sjiokane, to make a thorough exami 
nation of the tree to determine its 
origin. 
Short has engaged three watchmen, 
each to work eight hours a day as 
guards 
in his orchard, to prevent 
injury to the tree. He intends to graft 
the scions on other trees the coming 
spring. Expert pomologists say if the 
process is successful he will have 
made a discovery of greater com­ 
mercial importance than any yet cred­ 
ited to Luther Burbank and other 
plant wizards. 
They add that while 
the seedless apple is no longer a 
novelty, the production of a coreless 
one, long sought by growers through­ 
out the world, is a distinct triumph 
in apple culture.
